Tomorrow at 10 a. m., the 
committee will hear proponents 
of the St. Louis earnings tax 
as it begins consideration of the 
Senate-approved bill giving St. 
Louis the right to lexy the tax 
for a limited period of three 
years. Opponents of the tax will | 
present their arguments to the 
committee Wednesday. 

Study Proposal Authors.

Tucker, Shepley to Att 

Mayor, Raymond R. Tucker 
and Ethan A. H. Shepley, re- 
cently-named Chancellor of 
Washington University, were 
among the St. Lou on 
for today’s hearing. Shepley was 
chairman of the Citizens’ Finance 
Committee which made an ex- 
haustive study of the city’s op- 
erations and fiscal needs in 1952. 

Mayor Tucker said he had no 
objection to a legislative study 
of the city’s problems, but he 
thought it would be unnecessary 
in view of the faet that these 
matters have been the subject of 
thorough studies on three occa- 
sions in the last 13 years. ~ 

He pointed out that an inten- 
sive examination of the city gov- 
ernment was made in 1940-41 
by the Governmental Research 
Institute and Griffenhagen & 
Associates, a governmental sur- 
vey group. Other more recent 
studies, Tucker recalled, were 
made by citizens’ committees 
appointed by former Mayor 
Aloys P. Kaufmann, Republi- 
can, and the late Mayor Joseph 
M. Darst, Democrat. 

Same Conclusions. 

Both of the citizen surveys 
reached the conclusion that St. 
Louis tirgently needs additional 
municipal operating revenue, 
and that the earnings tax is the 
most equitable and effective 
means of obtaining it, Tucker 
declared. 

Shepley planned to tell the 
House committee of the scope 
of the study made by the citizen 
group he headed. With the as- 
sistance of the Governmental 
Research Institute, the group of 
St. Louis and St. Louis county 
civic leaders went into the costs

GIVES HERSELF UP 


An 18-year-old girl was re- 
leased from City Workhouse last 
Friday, then forged the warden’s 
name to a $17 check and that 
night, conscience stricken, sur- 


rendered to police and reported 
the forgery, the Circuit Attor- 
ney’s office said today. 

The girl, Mary Alice Scott, a 
part-time factory worker, who 
gave an address in the 5600 
block of Waterman boulevard, 
was charged with second-degree 
forgery in a warrant issued to- 
sd by the Circuit Attorney’s of- 
ice. 

Miss Scott left the workhouse 
Friday after serving more than 
two months in lieu of paying 
two $100 fines for turning in 
false firm alarms. Recounting 
her post-release activities, she 
told police she went to a bank 
and picked up some blank 
checks. She then wrote one for 
$17.50, payable to herself, sign- 
ing the name of Clarence Weis- 
mantel, workhouse warden. 

After passing the check at a 
grocery and obtaining the 
money, Miss Scott said, she 
went to a midtown hotel to get 
some luggage belonging to her. 
While at the hotel, she decided 
to confess and went to the 
Twelfth District Police Station 
at Page and Union boulevards.

The Toledo Seismological In- 
stitute located the quake’s cen- 
ter as 350. miles south of Madrid, 
or just off the nation’s southern 
Mediterranean coast.

AS FIRE SWEEPS 
BRITISH VESSEL 


and Children Aban- 
don Ship Calmly, Are 
Picked Up Quickly. 


ALGIERS, March 29 (AP)— 
A first shipload of British sol- 
diers, rescued from the burning 
troopship Empire Windrush, 
sailed for home today thankful 
to be alive after one of the most 
spectacular rescues in naval his- 
tory. , 

Some 1500 Britons—among 
them 277 women and children 
and 17 invalid soldiers—calmly 
and quickly abandoned the blaz- 
ing ship yesterday morning 20 
miles offshore in the Mediter- 
ranean and were picked up by 
four rescue ships. 

Four crewmen of the 14,651- 
ten transpert were killed when 
an engine room explosion sent 
fire and choking smoke racing 
through the vessel and caused 
Ca William Wilson to order 

donment of the ship. 
Speculation on Sabotage. 

London newspapers speculated 
the vessel had been sabotaged, 
but Admiralty and Transport 
Ministry authorities refused to 
comment on this. The specu- 
lation was heightened because 
the ship had just been through 
the Suez Canal, en route to Eng- 
land from the Far East. The 
Egyptians are waging a cam- 
paign to force out the 80,000 
British troops stationed in the 
eanal zone. 

The War Office in London or- 
dered a senior investigator, Col. 
W. Olding, to fly to Algiers for 
an inquiry. 

The burned-out hulk of the 
troop carrier was reported still 
glowing today, and the Admi- 
ralty said it would be towed out 
of the sea lanes as soon as per- 
sonnel could be put aboard. In- 
spected today by a destroyer, it 
did not appear to be leaking. 

Most of the persons aboard 
were military personnel and 
their families on the way home 
from the Far East and the Suez. 

The fire broke out while al- 
most all aboard except the duty 
crew were still in their quarters. 
The big blue and white ship was 
pushing. easily through a calm 
sea, about 150 miles northwest 
of Algiers, when the explosion 
in the engine room occurred. 
Then the flames began licking 
upward into the upper decks.

KANSAS CITY, March 29— 
Testimony that two suitcases in 


which the Bobby Greenlease ran- 


sdm cash was packed contained 
$288,510 when they were turned 
by St. Louis police to the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation was 
given today at the opening trial 
of Elmer Dolan, suspended St. 
Louis policeman, on a perjury 
charge growing out of his testi- 
mony before a federal grand 
jury. 
A jury of 12 men from Jack- 
son, Ray and Cass counties is 
hearing theevidence in United 
States District Court. The hear- 
ing attracted only a small group 
of spectators. Dolan, nattily at- 
tired in a tan suit, faces a maxi- 
mum penalty of five years in 
federal prison and a $2000 fine 
if convicted. 
John Poelker, a former Fed- 
eral Bureau of Investigation 
agent, testified the suitcases and 
cash were turned over to him at 
Newstead Police Station last Oct. 
7, the day after the kidnapers 
were arrested. A black case con- 
tained $151,000, and a green case 
held $137,510, Poelker stated. 
He added that a wallet inside a 
briefcase, also turned over to 
him, cohtained a> small sum in 
ransom bills. Poelker quit the 
FBI last December after being 
named City Assessor of St. Louis. 
Photos Introduced. 
Nineteen photographs taken 
by FBI agents, showing various 
views of Newstead station, both 
inside and outside, were intro- 
duced in evidence over defense 
objections. 
Police Lt. Loufs Shoulders, 
whom Dolan assisted in the 
arrest of the kidnapers, Carl 
Austin Hall and Mrs. Bonnie 
Brown Heady, also is charged 
with perjury and is scheduled 
for trial here April 12. Both 
officers were indicted as a re- 
sult of their testimony last Octo- 
ber in the grand jury investiga- 
tion of the disappearance of 
$303,720 of the $600,000 Green- 
lease ransom. 

A motion by Mark M. Hen- 
nelly, of St. Louis, defense at- 
torney, for dismissal of the 
charge on the grounds the facts 
set out by the Government are 
insufficient for conviction was 
overruled by Judge Albert A. 
Ridge. 

Opening Statement. 

In an opening statement, 
United States Attorney Edward 
L. Scheufler told. the jury the 
defendant, in testimony before 
the grand jury Oct. 30, “know- 
ingly and unlawfully stated im- 
portant matter he knew to be 
false.” 

Dolan testified, the United 
States Attorney said, that the 
suitcases containing the ransom 
were carried into Newstead 
Avenue police station between 
8:57 and 9:15 o’clock the night 
of last Oct. 6. 

Stating that the time element 
is important, Scheufler said the 
Government would present evi- 
dence that Dolan’s statement 
was false and that the defend- 
ant “knew his statement was 
not correct.” 

Four witnesses were heard 
before court adjourned for 
lunch. They included Mé@s, Ada 
Traylor, of Joplin, foreman of 
the so-called “Greenlease grand 
jury,” who told of swearing in 
Dolan as a witness; Robert Eng- 
lander, court reporter, who in- 
troduced stenotype notes of the 
defendant’s grand jury testi- 
mony, and Wilbert Edler, super- 
intendent of property for the 
St. Louise Police Department,

CAIRO, Egypt, March 29 (AP) 
—Egypt’s military government 
announced tonight that all pre- 
vious decisions to conduct con- 
stituent assembly elections and 
abolish the ruling Revolution 
Council in July have been can- 
celed. . 

The announcement, which as- 
sured continuation of Egypt's 
military regime despite the op- 
position of President Mohammed 
Naguib, came after two days of 
heated conflict in the Cabinet 
and Revolution Council while 
Cairo surged with anti-Naguib 
demonstrations. 

Instead of a constituent as- 
sembly previously promised by 
the Revoltion Council, it was 
decided to establish an appoint- 
ed “National Advisory Council” in 
which various organizations and

This development came 
shortly after the army rushed 
tanks and steel-helmeted troops 
into Cairo to preserve order 
after demonstrators attacked 
and beat Egypt's chief justice.

Agents Believed After Objects on Contami-

TOKYO, March 29 (AP)— 
The newspaper Asahi asserted 
today that the tiny fishing port 
of Yaizu, 100 miles southwest 
of Tokyo, has become the scene 
of an atomic secret tug-of-war 
between Communist and United 
States agents. 
The report came as Deputy 
Prime Minister Taketora Ogata 
declared in the Diet (parlia- 
ment) that any stockpiling of 
American atomic weapons in 
this country i$ “not a problem 
Japan ought to interfere with.” 
Asahi said Red agents were 
trying to steal radioactive ashes 
and clothing from the fishing 
Fukuryu Maru and its 
crewmen, who were showered 
with contaminated ash from 
the Marth 1 hydrogen blast at 
Bikini. American secret agents 
are out to stop them, the news- 
paper said.

Nevertheless, the 
decision to cancel all plans for 
a constituent assembly election 
and. end of the military regime 
represented a complete defeat 
for the president. 

A Council spokesman said the 
Revolution Council would re- 
main in power “until the end 
of the transition period” — set 
for January 1956. The spokes- 
man said that all decisions an- 
nounced by the Council on 
March 5 and March 25 are can- 
celed until the end of the tran- 
sition period. 

Press Censorship Planned. 
Lt. Col. Abdel Gamal Nas- 
ser, apparently back in power 
as the undisputed boss of the 
regime, told reporters censor- 
ship would be reimposed on all 
Egyptian newspapers but that 
outgoing press-cables would not 
be censored. 

Maj. Salah Salem, minister of 
national guidance and spokes- 
man for the Revolution Council, 
said the military regime would 
be continued “because the atti- 
tude of the people has been 
made clear—the people wanted 
continuation of the revolution so 
that its aim could be complete- 
ly fulfilled.” 

The cry of demonstrators in 
the streets has been that they 
do not want a return of the 
government by politicians who 
reigned under Farouk. 

Salem said the people de- 
manded continuation of the 
revolution because of their “ter- 
ror in the face of the reappear- 
ance of old corrupt political

WEST GERMANY IS FIRST 
NATION TO RATIFY BOTH 


EDC AND PEACE TREATIES 


BONN, March 29 (UP). 


EST GERMAN President 

Theodor Heuss today 

signed the Allied-West 
German peace contract and 
the European Defense Com- 
munity treaty. This made 
Germany the first nation to 
complete ratification of both 
pacts. 

The EDC; which provides 
for German rearmament, still 
must be ratified by France, 
Italy, Belgium and Luxem- 
ae Hollarid has ratified 
t. 

The peace contract will 
come into effect only after 
approval by a balky French 
parliament. The United States 
and Britain have approved the 
peace contract. 

Last Friday Heuss signed 
three amendments to the 
Bonn constitution legalizing 
rearmament. One, atthoriz- 
ing actual conscription, was 
held up until ratification of 
EDC is completed by all six 
nations.

United States aid chief Harold 
Stassen asked Britain and France 
today to go slow in demanding 
an easing of restrictions on 
trade in strategic goods with 
Russia, 

Official sources said Stassen 
indicated the United States was 
ready to make some changes in 
the four-year-old embargo, but 
regarded the British suggestions 
as too extreme, The three coun- 


tries already have agreed to rule 
out for the present any changes 
in the tight restrictions on do- 
ing business with Red China. 

The French are reported giv- 
ing strong support to the British 
plan. Both Britain and France 
are under strong pressure from 
their trade-hungry business men 
to open the way for more busi- 
yess with the Russians. 


The Russians have dangled 
big trade offers under the noses 
of Western business men, but 
so far have boosted only mod- 
erately the number of trade 
deals in non-strategic goods. 

Stassen saw the British dele- 
gation alone this morning for a 
preliminary exchange of ideas 
before the opening of the three- 
power conference. He hopes to 
work out some kind of a com- 
promise in the two-day confer- 
ence and fly back to Washing- 
ton tomorrow night. His depu- 
ties, V. Adm, Walter S. Delaney 
and Kenneth R. Hansen, may 
stay behind for further nego- 
tiations. 

Stassen dined last night with 
Prime Minister Churchill and 
was reported to have told him 
some of President Eisenhower's 
objections to the British pro- 


posals. 

Churchill called last month for 
“a substantial relaxation” in the 
regulations affecting trade with 
the Soviet bloc in Europe. 

The results of the London 
talks will have to be referred 
to the 15-nation Paris consulta- 
tive group which regulates op- 
eration of the embargo. This 
group includes the 14 NATO 
nations, exclusive of Iceland, 
and West Germany and Japan.

WASHINGTON, March 29 (AP) 


—A Senate-House Conference 


Committee today approved 
$999,000,000 in excise tax cuts. 
It includes a drop from 10 te 5 
per cent in the tax on house- 
hold appliances and a provision 
wiping out any tax on movie or 
other admission tickets of 50 
cents or less, 
The total compares with 
$912,000,000 in cuts in the bill 
as it passed the House, and 
$1,019,000,000 in the measure 
as it passed the Senate. 
The compromise bill now goes 
back to the House and Senate 
for final action tomorrow, Lead- 
ers predicted prompt. approval. 
President Expected to Sign... 
They also predicted President 
Eisenhower would sign the bill 
Wednesday, although the Ad- 
ministration has opposed almost 
all the sweeping range of excise 
cuts. 
The tax cuts would become 
effective Thursday, April 1. 
The conference committee ac- 
cepted a Senate provision cut- 
ting the tax on refrigerators, 
stoves and other household ap- 
pliances from 10 to 5 per cent. 


This was not inathe House 
bill, and ‘amounts to an esti- 
mated $85,000,000 annual rev- 
enue loss. 

The agreement on a provision 
wiping out. any tax on movie or 
other admission tickets of 50 
cents or less compares with a 
Senate prevision to exempt ad- 
missions of 60 cents or less, and 
a House bill provision simply 
to cut all admission taxes from 
20 per cent to 10 per cent. 

Tax on Racing. 

The conference committee 
accepted the Senate provisions 
keeping the tax on horse and 
dog race track admissions, night 
clubs and club dues at 20 per 
cent. The House bill had cut 
these to 10 per cent along with 
the other admisisons. 

Under the conference decision, 
all admissions above 50 cents 
will have a tax cut from 20 to 
10 per cent. 

Tax Cut on Safe Deposit Boxes, 

The committee agreed to a 
House provision cutting the tax 
on safe deposit boxes from 20 
per cent to 10 per cent. The 
Senate had voted to keep it at 
20 per cent. 

The committee accepted a Sen- 
ate provision exempting regular- 
season college athletic events, 
govérnment-sponsored museums 
and exhibits, and amateur eivie 
theaters from the admissions 
tax 


Earlier in * the day Senator 
Knowland of California, the 
Senate Republican leader, had 
predicted Eisenhower would 
sign an excise tax bill if the to- 
tal reductions were no more 
than the $912,000,000 originally 
-voted by the House. : 

This appeared to be intended 
to put pressure on the con- 
ferees to back away from some 
of the Senate cuts.

French headquarters an- 
nounced that tanks, artillery and 
infantry, under the fortress com- 
mahder, Col. Christian de Cas- 
tries, killed all Vietminh soldiers 
entrenched in two villages about 
two miles from the western line 
of the dusty plain’s defenses. 

It was the first major French 
counterattack since the Vietminh 
launched their mass assault on 
the big northwest Indochina out- 
post on March 13. | 

The French command said 
their own forces had only 
“light losses” of 20 men killed 
and had killed “every Vietminh 
soldier” found in the villages of 
Ban Ong Pet and Ban Ban. 


_. Spike Red Guns. 
y claimed they: had 
hed a long string of Viet- 
minh, anti-aircraft batteries 
which for two weeks had been 
firihg on the Red Cross-marked 
hospital planes with which the 
surrounded French had tried to 
bring their wounded out of Dien 
Bien- Phu. 

THe French thrust was pre- 
ceded by another heavy aerial 
pasting of the rebels during 
which American-supplied- air- 
craft. hammered the enemy with 
high. explosives and fire bombs.

Spokesmen said many of the 
rebels died in savage, hand-to- 
hand, fighting. The French also

Rebels Digging Trenches. 

The French said raids earlier 
yesterday on rebels digging a 
network of trenches and fox- 
holes 600 feet from the outer 
maze of barbed wire protecting 
the French positions had forced 
the Vietminh to taper off their 


activity. 

The latest toll of Red troops 
brings the Vietminh’s losses to 
4000 dead and 9000 wounded 
in the battle for Dien Bien Phu.

Metropolitan St. Louis Sewer 
District trustees held their first 
meeting today and moved. at 
once toward taking over the 
sewers of the city and county 
as provided in the charter ap- 
proved by voters last Feb. 9. 

After hearing preliminary re- 
marks by County Supervisor Lu- 
man F. Matthews, who had 
named the three county trustees, 
the board named George C. Will- 
son, attorney and a city member, 
as temporary chairman. Mayor 
Raymond R. Tucker, who ap- 
pointed the three city members, 
was in Jefferson City. 

John M. Bogdanor and J.-E. 
Wiliams Jr., county members, 
were named temporary vice 
chairman and acting secretary- 
treasurer, respectively. 

Director to Be Chosen. 

Willson and Bogdanor were 
named as a temporary commit- 
tee on district officers, with au- 
thority to “canvass the field” 
for selection of a full-time exec- 
utive director and a secretary- 
treasurer. 

Commenting on this commit- 
tee’s job, Willson pointed ‘out 
the board was in “the unfortu- 
nate position” of having to de- 
eide by May 15 the ameunt of 
taxes which must be levied by 
city and county taxing agencies 
to finance the board’s activities 
in the fiscal year starting next 
July 1. Moreover, he added, 
this decision must be preceded 
by a public meeting requiring 
three weeks’ advance notice. 

Since trustees are not tech- 
nical experts, early appointment 
of a qualified executive director, 
as provided in the charter, is 
essential to put the district in 
business within the time fixed 
by the charter, Willson said. 

To solve its immediate finan- 
cial requirements, the board 
adopted a resolution asking the 
city and county to appropriate 
$25,000 each for board expenses 
until July 1, when, as provided 
under the charter, the district 
will obtain needed revenue by 
its own ordinances. 

Would Issue Vouchers. 

Associate City Counselor John 
C. McCammon, -who has assisted 
with legal aspects of the board’s 
organization, told trustees the 
city-county money would not 
actually be turned over but that 
both jurisdictions would honor 
vouchers appropriately prepared 
by the board. 

Trustees Williams and W. W. 
Martin, city members, were 
named as a temporary ways and 
means committee to study pos- 
sible tax structures for district 
operation and William C. E. 
Becker, city, eand Joseph L. 
Doran, county, were appointed 
as a temporary rules and pro- 
cedure committee. 

Matthews, in his remarks, said 
the board had a “tremendous 
task,” with county problems 
more difficult than those in the 
city because of its ‘“‘many politi- 
cal subdivisions and tremendous 
growth.”

A public meeting will be held 
at the Madison Board of Educa- 
tion Building this evening at 
7:30 o’clock in an effort to get 
the city’s 2700 students back to 
school.

Board President 
Charles Skinner vacated the 
chair in protest against the 
action. Absent from the meét- 
ing were two other members, 
Elmer Noonan and Harry Rash.

Paul Dillon, St. Louis attorney 
who was sentenced to serve 15 
months in prison and pay a

United States District Judge 
Rubey M. Hulen took under sub- 
mission an oral motion, made by 
Defense Attorney Morris A. 
Shenker, for release of Dillon 
on bail pending appeal of his 
conviction. The judge previously 
had denied a stay of execution. 
Dillon will remain in the mar- 
shal’s custody at City Jail pend- 
ing a ruling on the motion for 
bail. 


Dillon, who was found guilty 
of evading payment of $1779 in 
income tax, is 76 years old, 
Judge Hulen said he would rec- 
ommend that the prison sentence 
be served at the federal medical 
center at Springfield, Mo., if the 
defense produces proof that Dil- 
lon is in ill health.

Medical testimony has 
been given that he has under- 
gone plastic surgery and prob- 
ably will not recover completely. 
Trial of the suit was delayed 
until now by the deaths of the 
youth’s attorney and a witness.

This means 
that earnings only for the first 
three days of this week are sub- 
ject to the tax.

_ SHERIFF TO ASK 


FOR INQURY ON 
“TAL BEATINGS 


Tozer to Seek Investiga- 
tion by City Coun- 
selor in Dispute With 
Warden Hensley. 


The dispute between Sheriff 
Martin L. Tozer and City Jail 
Warden E, E. Hensley over jail 
operation continued today with 
Tozer announcing he would de- 
mand an investigation because 
two of 10 prisoners on a “hung- 
er” strike were beaten last 
Thursday night. The prisoners 
had bought a supply of candy 
bars and pies before refusing 
to eat jail fare: 

Tozer, who has said he thinks 
he should be in charge of the 
jail because most of the pris- 
oners are technically in his 
custody, said he would ask for 
an inquiry at a scheduled meet- 
ing with City Counselor Samuel 
H, Liberman this week. 

The sheriff said he nad not 
talked to the men beaten, but 
that they had told his deputies 
about the incident. Asked if he 
were going to make a personal 
check before complaining to 
Liberman, he said: “I don’t need 
to. I’ve got the story pretty 
straight from my deputies.” 

Hensley said he would wel- 
come investigation of the jail by 
any competent authority. 

Describing the beating inci- 
dent, he said two prisoners held 
in “maximum security” had to 
be overpowered last Thursday 
night when they fought guards 
who tried to take away from 
them tin cups which they had 
been banging on bars, alarming 
other prisoners. 

He read a report from Chief 
Guard James C, Richards, who 
said the disorderly prisoners, all 
“tough hoodlums,” refused to 
quiet down and invited the 
guards to “come in and get the 
cups.” 

When the guards opened cell 
doors, the prisoners “came out 
fighting” and had to be sub- 
dued, Richards reported. Two 
men, William Shetrone and 
Richard’ Menard, who were 
among the “hunger” strikers, 
were treated at City Hospital 
for head injuries and returned 
to jail. 

Hensley was not present dur- 
ing the disturbance, but said he 
was satisfied the guards were 
defending themselves in line- of 
duty, adding he would back 
them up fully. He has repeat- 
edly expressed his policy that 
discipline in jail would be en- 
forced. Grand juries in the 
past have commended his ad- 
ministration. : 

The 10 prisoners went on the 
hunger strike Wednesday be- 
cause they were confined to 
their cells after Hensley learned 
on good authority that they 
were planning a jail break, he 
said. Normally prisoners are 
permitted to walk in the aisle 
outside their cells. 


NARCOTIC RING 
MEMBER SHOT 
ALLER SOUGH 


Victim Had Pleaded 
Guilty and Was Po- 
tential Witness 
Against 3 Others. 


The murder early yesterday 
of Jeffrey Taylor, one of the 
principals in a narcotics ring 


broken up last month and a po- 7! 


tential witness in the case, is 
under investigation by police 
today, 

Ten days ago, Taylor, a Ne- 
gro, pleaded guilty to a .ederal 
narcotics charge and was fined 
$5 and placed on “probation. 
He was advised to leave St. 
Louis, federal authorities said. 


United States District Judge 
George H. Moore, who accepted 
the guilty plea, noted that Tay- 
lor received the light sentence 
in consideration of his assistance 
to the Government. 

Three other men are charged 
in the case, in which heroin val- 
ved at $15,000, one of the laryg- 
est quantities found here in 10 
years, was seized. 

Taylor, who was 28 years old 
and lived in the 900 block of 
Marcus avenue, was shot at 1 
a.m. yesterday as he sat near 
a window in the restaurant of 
the De Luxe Hotel, 744 Walton 
avenue. An unseen assailant 
fired five shots through the 
glass and a venetian blind. 

Wounded in the chest and left 
arm, Taylor died a short time 
later at Homer G. Phillips Hos- 
pital. 

Co-defendant Arrested. 

Police arrested Mark S. Kap- 
lan, 6000 block of Maple avenue, 
a defendant in the narcotics 
case, for questioning, and are 
seeking the other two men 
named in the narcotics charges. 
They are Ervin Klearman and 
Robert D. Stratton, both former 
convicts of University City. 

Kaplan and Taylor were de- 
scribed as “pushers,” or narco- 
tics salesmen, for Klearman and 
Stratton. Klearman also has 
pleaded guilty and is awaiting 
sentence. Arraignment of Kap- 
lan is set for April 8, and an 
indictment will be sought 
against Stratton, who refused to 
waive grand jury action. 

Police said Taylor, a chauf- 
feur, told of being directed by 
Stratton to obtain six revolvers. 
Questioned about the statement, 
Stratton was reported to have 
‘said he and Klearman had 
planned a series of holdups to 
be performed by other persons 
but had not put the plan in 
motion. Taylor was under a 
state charge of second-degree 
robbery, resulting from a rob- 
bery in which he remained in 
an automobile while a second 
man committed the holdup. 

Klearman and Stratton were 
arrested Feb. 24 by narcotics

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WASHINGTON, March 29 
(AP)—A police-estimated crowd 
of 1000 longshoremen picketed 
the White House today in an ef- 
fort to speed up settlement of 
the New York dock strike, but 
ended their marching at midday. 

The pickets, carrying flags 
and banners, remained orderly 
and quiet as they paraded in 
front of the White ~ House 
throughout the morning. Just as 
quietly, they piled into busses 
and cars shortly after noon to 
return to their homes in the 
New York-New Jersey area, 

Some of the marchers sent a 
request into the White House 
for an audience with President 
Eisenhower, but a guard brought 
back word that the President's 
time was all taken up today and 
he would be unable to see the 
men. 

Another delegation called on 
Chairman Guy Farmer of the 
National Labor Relations Board 
and was told the board would 
act as promptly as possible to 
settle a dispute over union 
representation. The board has a 
hearing scheduled in the matter 
tomorrow. There was. no picket- 
ing of the board's offices, as re- 
portedly had been planned.

Won Strategic Positions. 

The entrenched position of 
the Communists goes back to 
the government formed immedi- 
ately after the war by Gen, 
Charles de Gaulle. That was in 
the period when Russia’s propa- 
ganda about “democracy” and 
co-operation with the West was 
still taken seriously. It was also 
in the immediate aftermath of 
the French sistance to the 
Nazi occupation when Commu- 
nists proved themselves among 
the bravest and most determined 
of the resistance fighters. 

Thanks to DeGaulle, they were 
put in strategic positions in the 
Ministry of Interior and in the 
trade unions. The far-reaching 
social security laws adopted at 
this time gave a considerable 
share in administration to the 
unions and that provided the 
Communists with still another 
vantage point for coercion and 
persuasion. They could see to 
it that specia] benefits—privi- 
leged vacations, extra commis- 
sary privileges—went to the de- 
serving. 

From this entrenched position, 
if the economy of the country 
had continued to deteriorate as 
it did in 1946 and 1947, they 


vided under the Marshall plan 
was the checkmate. A start was 
made at repairing the damage 
of. the war and production be- 
gan to increase.

The Marshall plan did not 
essentially alter the pattern of 
economic relationships in France. 
That is to say production in- 
creased and so did profits. Un- 
der the Jean Monnet plan for 
France. important additions 
were made to the basic indus- 
tial plant, particularly in the 
field of electric power. 

Korean War Inflation. 

But in the first full year of 
the Marshall plan wages did not 
keep pace proportionately with 
the general rise in economic 
activity. An attempt by French 
economic planners and Ameri- 
cans supervising the spending 
of Marshall plan funds was con- 


spending with the prospect of 
encouraging a consumer econ- 
omy in the American pattern. 
At that moment, however, a 
shock occurred which disrupted 
all plans and set in motion a 
chain of consequences the end 
of which is not yet in sight. 

This was the outbreak of the 
Korean war. It cut directly across 
the orderly course of European 
recovery. Commodity prices shot 
into the air. The Communists 
released an intensive propaganda 
directed at American * ‘imperial- 
ism” in Asia. 

The emphasis was _ rapidly 
switched from economic recov- 
ery with the help of American 
dollars to-military assistance and 
the swift buildup of western de- 
fense forces. Militarily, with the 
fear of the war in Korea spread- 
ing, that move may have been 
both necessary and inevitable. 
Economically it may be seen in 
the light of subsequent events to 
have come too soon. 

There are those who believe 
that if Korea achieved nothing 
else for Communism other than 
the disruption of European re- 
covery, they could have counted 
it a victory. The Western allies 
have been sorely divided by the 
controversies growing out of 
Korea such as the question of 
whether to recognize Communist 
China after the Chinese inter- 
vened and prolonged the war. 
One can see the consequences, 
both political and economic, here 
in France where steps to develop 
the economy and unite Europe 
seem permanently stymied by a 
government stuck at dead center.

Finally, if the economy still 
looks like taking a real nose- 
dive, massive expenditures for 
public works will be proposed. 
This will be done only if there 
seems to be absolutely no other 
way out. But if the Eisenhower 
Administration decides to prime 
the pump, 'the pump will be 
primed in a way to make Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt look like a 
piker. 


The President's advisers, it 
should be said, all believe that 
the odds are heavily against any 
such drastic steps being neces- 
sary. They all privately see the

‘The Spirit of St. Louis? 

The Board of Aldermen has just given 5t. 
Louis a prize example of why the community 
moves so slowly toward civic progress. 

In a short Friday’s work, the Aldermen voted 
21 to 7 to override Mayor Tucker’s veto of the 
bill relaxing downtown parking restrictions. Un- 
satisfied with this obstructionism, they. also over- 
ruled vetoes of seven spot zoning changes. 

In each case immediate local’self-interest won 
and long-range community interest lost. 

Parking was a special test. The new law will 
permit curb parking from 9 am. to 4 p.m. on 
one side of one-way downtown streets. This is 
certain to impede traffic, especially on Olive and 
Pine streetcar routes. Yet the bill was passed 
and re-passed without any definite proof that 
downtown business needs more parking spaces 
or could agree on that need. 

Worst of all, this was the first shot at the 
year-old master traffic plan, which has done so 
much to improve transportation. The bill was 


_ passed to suit a few critics in one ward, What 


happens if demands for special alterations arise 
from other wards? 

A shift of two votes would have resisted this 
unhappy precedent and upheld the veto. As it is, 
the city can only commend the seven who stood 
up for the community interest: 


Charles E. Albanese, board president. 

Louis G. Berra, Twenty-Fourth Ward. 

Mel Krah, Tenth Ward. 

Anton Niemeyer, Eighth Ward. 

Sidney R. Redmond, Eighteenth Ward. 
Albert Villa, Eleventh Ward. 

Clinton Watson, Sixteenth Ward. 


But the votes on parking and spot zoning are 
only late symptoms of a near-sighted attitude 
which often obstructs progress in this area. 

In both the city and the county, local argu- 
ments over routes have held up decisions to ac- 
cept federal and state money for expressways. 

The county will have to vote on its bond issue 
again because some localities thought express- 
ways suggested in the first bond plan were too 
close to them, and other localities would not 
support expressways built closer to somebody 
else, 

The city had to vote twice on the Plaza bond 
issue before it could overcome local opposition 
to the improvement. 

The earnings tax, a key to city progress, has 
been the target for sniping by some county leg- 
islators and even city representatives. 

Just about every time a project is. offered to 
improve community life, some local or special 
interest tries to get in the way, and too often 
succeeds. That is why great civic projects are 
slow to get rolling and the dirt seldom flies. _ 

The Board of Aldermen cannot be blamed for 
all of this but the parking issue revealed the 
board’s myopia. What would happen if the alder- 
men were offered a bill defining that famous 
“Spirit of St, Louis” as follows? 

Resolved, that the Spirit of St. Louis be 
hereinafter asserted to mean the spirit of 
narrow partisanship and local self-interest, 
and the community welfare be hanged. 
Maybe the aldermen would even pass that 

over the Mayor's veto. 
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An Ephemeral Touch in Baseball 

Baseball as it is to be played in Texas this 
season may please even an old Roman fan of the 
gladiatorial games. President Howard Green of 
the Big State League has ordered umpires not to 
break up brawls between players, just to stand 
aside and let them “fight it out.” And he hopes 
that the many young players just breaking into 
the game will show “a lot of spirit.” 

With that encouragement, Texas baseballers 
might outdo the hockey players whohave long 
been putting on better free-for-alls than may be 
expected even in displays of the manly art of 
self-defense. Further, baseball bats are more 
lethal than hockey sticks. : 

Yet this policy is not apt to be followed very 
long. There are enough injuries in the course of 
a season without adding to them By officially 
sponsored mayhem, no matter how much of a 
box office attraction it might be. After all, there 
are not nearly enough players to cover all the 
positions in organized baseball. So how can a 
club owner afford to expose his talent to more 
than the unavoidable hazards of their oecupation? 

And who wants to miss the spectacle of a real- 
ly leather-lunged umpire throwing a hothead out 
of the ball park? 
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Security in the Capitol 

Congressional leaders have decided to crgate 
a professional police force to guard ‘the Capitol, 
and the sooner this project becomes a reality 
the better. About 125 of the 155 Capitol police- 
men are college students with little or no train- 
ing; their jobs fall under the heading of petty 
patronage. 

Whether a professional force could have pre- 
vented the shooting of five House members by 
Puerto Rican terrorists March 1 is, of ‘course, 
open to question, The attack might have been 
pulled off despite the presence of the most alert 
force in the world. ~ 

Even so, Congress and the country will feel a 
good deal more secure if House and Senate are 
guarded by professionals whose first interest is 
in performing their duties. 
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Keep an Eye on Oregon 

What promises to be a senatorial race of na- 
tional significance is taking form in Oregon. 
The Republican incumbent, Guy Cordon, seeks 
a third term on his record, and on this record he 
is being challenged by a vigorous Democrat, 
Richard L. Neuberger, who is a State Senator 
and a widely-known newspaper and magazine 
writer. 

Senator Cordon’s record shows that he is one 
of the most regular of the Old Guard regulars. 
He has, for example, supported the “giveaway” 
program, on offshore pil, public power and other 

natural resources. This is primarily what he will 
be called to account on by Mr. Neuberger in the 
coming campaign. 

If Senator Cordon is regular, so has Oregon 
been regular in its politics over the years. Not 
since 1914 has Oregon voted to send a Demo- 
cratic Senator to Washington. People in Oregon 
have voted Republican just about automatically. 

Yet in the 1952 election, two candidates for 
office from Oregon's most populous county, Mult- 
nomah, in which Portland is situated, outran 
Dwight D. Eisenhower. Both were, oddly enough, 
not Republicans but Democrats. One was State 
Senator Neuberger. The other was his wife, Mau- 
rine, who was re-elected State Representative.

This is a reminder that the Fort Monmouth' 


ease is still open. What are the real facts there? 
Last year the junior Senator from Wisconsin 
set out to show that the Army Signal Corps 
Laboratories at Fort Monmouth, N.J., were shot 
“through with espionage and sabotage.

How many loyal employes have 
been sacrificed to McCarthyism? 

What are the facts about Mrs. Annie Lee Moss 
—and about Fort Monmouth? 
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Mr. Stolar Should Reconsider 

H. M. Stolar’s announcement that he does not 
intend to seek re-election to the St. Louis School 
Board comes as a genuine disappointment. He 
has been the real leader in the bitter fight of 
the last five years for reform of the board, and 
he will be sorely missed if he cannot be per- 
suaded to change his mind. 

He argues that the board would be a stronger, 


healthier body if its members generally limited 


themselves to one six-year term. This argument 
has a great deal to recommend it when it is ap- 
plied to the kind of member who makes a career 
out of the office, who constantly interferes with 
the day-to-day work of the professional educa- 
tors and who uses the schools for personal ag- 
grandizement. 

But there is absolutely no good reason why a 
fearless, intelligent and conscientious board 
member who hasgmade important contributions 
toward an improved school system—and that 
prescription certainly fits Mr. Stolar—should 

p aside at the end of one term. Indeed, con- 
sidering the hacks and even crackpots who have 
sought School Board service in the past, the 
need for good members to serve for more than 
one term becomes obvious.

The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


How Americans built up notion they are a “young” and volatile 
nation, and how non-thinking Europeans accepted it, giving rise 
to a contrary myth about “old” Europe; actually America is 
more stable than Continent; understanding basic to alliance.

According to Simone de Beauvoir, 
America is one of the most myth-ridden 
countries under the sun. Why? I think 
that in tearing itself away from the 
mother country, the United States had 
to give new meaning to its separate 
existence. There were no other nations 
nearby in whose mirror America could 
reflect itself. Yet of more interest than 
the cause of the American myths is the 
nature of these myths themselves. Let 
us look at some of them. 


There is, first of all, the myth of 
America as a “young nation.” Amer- 
icans, needless to say, are not a split 
second “younger” than Europeans. 
Obviously, they are not younger biolog- 
ically. Culturally Americans are not 
younger either. 


New York is an older city than 
either Helsingfors or Leningrad; Cali- 
fornia and Texas were republics before 
Czechoslovakia or Yugoslavia were even 


, heard of. 


The equation of “modern” with 
“American” has an enormous fascina- 
tion for the non-thinking, Europeans 
and Americans alike. No wonder then 
that in Europe we have the myth of a 
peaceful, conservative, old fashioned, 
tradition-loving society which dreams of 
a return to the High Middle Ages and 
.a bucolic, simple, agrarian life, but is 
prevented from doing so by the wicked 
Americans, who foist their Yankee cars, 
patent medicines, electrical appliances 
and Sherman tanks on an unwilling 
Europe. 


Poets to Comic Strips 


Oddly enough, this myth of America, 
which is really the core of anti-Ameri- 
canism, is zealously nurtured in the 
United States. We find it in the poetry 
of Edgar A. Guest; we see its dim out- 
line in Mark Twain’s Connecticut 
Yankee; we perceive its faint smell in 
the lines of Whitman and Sandburg; we 
get it more concretely in the “Little 
King” of Soglow and in comics like 
“Smilin’ Jack” and “Joe Palooka.” It 


‘crops up in American senatorial ad- 


dresses and civics courses. 


The truth is that America as well as 
Europe is responsible for the rise of 
technology and mass production, which 
represent a human problem that neither 
has really licked. If trade barriers were 
to be leveled in Europe, mass produc- 
tion for four hundred and fifty million 
customers would overshadow what the 
“New World” is doing now. The charge 
that technology is an American import 
which is dragging us into the gutter of 
depersonalization would look sillier

Here we meet headlong with the 
American myth of a “classless society,” 
since the very essence of American life 
is a struggle for social recognition. This 
has been obscured by the American 
myth that Europe is fettered by a “‘class- 
system.” As a matter of fact, modern 
Europe has a social mobility as pro- 
nounced as that of America. 


Rare Rugged Individualists 


In America the real-estate and 
“society” pages and, above all, popular 
films and literature reveal plenty of 
class differentiation. 


The myth of America’s classless so- 
ciety is not unrelated to the myth of 
the “revolutionary” character of the 
United States. Nevertheless, it is Eu- 
rope, not America, which is being con- 
vulsed By revolutions. No country on 
the Continent has the historical and 
legal continuity of the United States. 


No, the United States, like Britain 
or Scandinavia, is evolutionary, whereas 
Europe is revolutionary; Europe is the 
continent of violent change and of an 
inordinate thirst for the radically new. 
America, luckily for our civilization, is 
conservative. Americans view new 
things with suspicion; it is the goods 
Americans are familiar with that they 
want in a bigger and better condition. 


Americans are splendid competitors, 
but they are rarely “rugged individ- 
ualists.” Competition implies observ- 
ance of set rules, of “games” commonly 
agreed to. Americans, like their “British 
brethren,” are not individualists like 
the Catholic peoples, but “communi- 
tarians,” leading primarily a social ex- 
istence, 


Antiques and Genealogies

Exposing the ‘‘Neutralists” 


THE CENTURY OF TOTAL WAR, by Reymond 
Aron. (Doubleday & Co., 379 pgs., $5.) 
Americans who are puzzled by the 

spread of the so-called “neutralist” 
spirit in Europe ought to read this 
book. Though Raymond Aron is no neu- 
tralist himself, his book offers the clear- 
est explanation this reviewer has; seen 
of that peculiar attitude of mind, Pecu- 
liar to us, that is, since the European 
thinks he is being smart in trying to 
escape trouble. 

However, that is merely one of a 
number of serious matters brilliantly 
discussed in this searching analysis 
by a French political writer with a 
genuinely incisive mind. Mr. Aron’s 
commentaries on the world situation are 
highly regarded on the Continent as 
expositions of current French thinking, 
and it must be said 
at once that his 
book rates serious 
study on our part. 

The title is indic- 
ative of his central 
theme. He thinks 
we are in a century 
of war, and, techno- 
logical develop- 
ments being what 
they are, it might 
well be total war. 
It néed not neces- 
sarily be hot, since 
a cold war can be 
total, too. Stalin’s 
death, the author 
feels, has changed nothing vital. “Sta- 
’s heirs do not believe, any more than 
in a real agreement between 
orlds.” 


, mak you, was written long be- 
the Berlin conference, ata time 
when misty-eyed optimists were still 
predicting that all,we needed for peace 
was a meeting between the Big Three 
or Big Four. “Between Communism and 
the rest of the world rivalry will con- 
tinue without total war or genuine 
peace.” Most of us, indeed, have long 
since reconciled ourselves to that bleak 
prospect. 

The author is pitiless in his exposure 
of neutralist mentality, especially on 
the part of those woolly brains who 
equate Communism with American cap- 
italism. Says Aron: “Wé cannot discuss 
them together with the same invective 
- +. The American system is the exact 
opposite of the Soviet system, not an- 
other sample of the same type.” Imagine 
it being necessary to explain this in 
the year of Our Lord 1954! 


Stalinism, the author concedes, still 
inspires faith in millions of hearts. 
‘That faith, maintained at fever heat 
by discipline, is pledged to a phantom,” 
notes M. Aron, adding sharply: “All 
who have lived on the other side of the 
Iron Curtain are filled with wonder at 
the illusion of.the many people who 
dream of a regime which, once they had 
experience of it, they would furiously 
detest.” 

The book closes on a note of hope, 
though hardly of strong affirmation. 
‘The twentieth century is not the first 
century of wars, and the human adven- 
ture is not yet over.” We never thought 
anything else,.Monsieur Aron.

Atomic War Now Out? 


We have, insisted that inter- 
national control must first: be 
imposed with very rigid inspec- 
tion, and after that reduction 
of atomic weapons and eventual 
outlaw. Nor has Russia heen 
willing to accept the sort of in- 
spection upon which we insist. 

But recent events indicate 
that the time surely is getting 
very near when some agreement 
must be reached. The recent 
awesome explosions have been} 
accepted by some as assurance 
that no nation now would dare 
start an atomic war, as it would 
surely mean its destruction as 
well as that of its enemy, and 
so, too, the end of civilization. 

That is an optimistic view- 
point, and with some sense.

NE day in Florida Casey 
Stengel managed to get 23 
Yankees into one nine-in- 
ning ball game. That is, the 
thing was advertised and sold 
as-a ball game. This may not 
have been a record, but. it 
Was a pretty good score, even 
for the old master of two-pla- 
toon baseball. 

‘Witnesses left the park\with 
a sort of boiled-onions glaze 
in their eyes. Somehow they 
had had the notion that un- 
limited substitutions had been 
ruled out in spite of objec- 
tions from Red Blaik and 
Frank Leahy. 

As everybody knows, spring 
training baseball games are 
called -exhibitions on account 
of the exhibition the teams 
make of themselves. Every 
year the question rises, and 
every year it is left unan- 
swered: just how much does a 
major league team in training 
owe to itself, its players and 
manager, and. how much to 
the fans? 

Their interests—the players’ 
and manager’s on one side and 
the customers’ on the other— 
are always in fairly violent 
conflict. Whose should. be 
placed first? , 

Are training games  ar- 
ranged in order that the ath- 
letes may play themselves into 
physical fitness and_ their 
Manager may see and judge 
them under competitive con- 
ditions? Or are they pun for 
income to defray training ex- 
penses or perhaps even pro- 
duce a profit? 

They Take Money for It. 
AYBE it is naive to sug- 
M cst that some _ effort 
ought to be made to an- 
swer these questions. 

If spring training is not a 
euphemism, then its chief goal 
should be physical culture. It 
should be a conditioning peri- 
od for the regulars whose 
positions are secure, and a 
time of trial for the rookies. 
Opportunity should. be pro- 
vided for’ every kid to show 
what he can. do, and for the 
manager to accumulate such 
evidence as he needs to esti- 
mate the ability of each in- 
dividual. 

On the other _hand, the 
games are advertised and pro- 
moted as bona fide contests 
between major league clubs. 
Some, like the Yankee’s se- 
ries with the Dodgers in 
Miami, are even whooped up 
as ‘the spring world seriés.” 
Money is charged at the gate. 

The man who pays may see 
game and he mxzy mere- 

in on a bewildering mob 
bearing

leaguers will be taking wind- 
sprints out near the center 
field fence while bushers op- 
erate on the field of play. 

There’s nothing wrong with 
playing the bushers, unless 
you sell the customer a ticket 
on the tacit promise that he’ll 
see the big leaguers. 

It Isn’t Baseball. 
PITCHER who is throw- 
A ize a no-hit game is taken 
out after three innings be- 
cause the manager wishes to 
look at three pitchers that 
day. A pitcher who is get- 
ting his intellect spattered all 
over the landscape is allowed 
to stay in and take it because 
he neéds the exercise. 

There’s nothing wrong with 
this policy, either, except it 
isn’t baseball. Even that fact, 
by itself, would offer no 
ground for complaint if the 
production weren’t advertised 
as baseball. 

From time to time a re- 
sponsible baseball man speaks 
up on this matter of taking 
money under dubious pre- 
tenses. The impression here 
is that one abuse has been 
pretty well corrected in re- 
cent years, That is the old 
practice of splitting a squad 
into “A” and “B” teams and 
playing a double schedule 
without distinguishing be- 
tween the two groups. 

Now it is understood that 
when the “B” team is going 
to appear it should be adver- 
tised as such, 

Every now and then some- 
thing comes up that drains 
much of the meaning from 
the words, “spring training.”

Treatment for Pork 
By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 


NEW gimmick, using discarded atomic pile rods, may 
A become commercially practical for making pork safer 

to eat. Drs. Sylvester E. Gould, Henry J. Gomberg 
and Frank H. Bethell of the Atomic Energy Commission 
Laboratory on Biological Effects of Irradiation, the Michi- 
gan Memorial-Phoenix Project, University of Michigan, Ann 
Arbor, have just reported gamma irradiation for con- 
trolling trichinosis. 

These doctors suggest that about one in four of all 
Americans will become infected with these dangerous worms 
from eating infected pork. However, only about one in 20 
dies from trichinosis. 

Muscle pains, where the worms nest, are the commonest 
complaint., The only present way of killing the trichinella 
worms in pork is by heating or freezing the meat enough. 
This is done in packing houses only to meat sold for eating 
without further cooking, a relatively small proportion of 
the total pork handled.

RAW PORK, even when it bears the stamp, “U.S. In- 
spected and passed,” is not necessarily safe. It may be 
heavily infected. It’s up to the cook or housewife to see 
that the ham, bacon, pork chops or roast is so throughly 
cooked as to kill all the trichinella worms. Feeding hogs 
raw garbage is what continues this infection. 

About one and one-half per cent of all hogs slaughtered 
in the United States have trichinosis, Because you can't be 
sure the pork you eat is thoroughly cooked, an economical 
but effective method of controlling this disease at the source 
—in the packing house—is needed. Drs. Gould, Gomberg 
and Bethell may have come up with the answer.

THEY FIRST INFECTED three-month old pigs with 
trichinella spiralis. About 17 months later, the hogs were 
slaughtered when they weighed about 450 pounds. Various 
parts of each hog were examined under the microscope to 
make sure that the muscle was thoroughly infected with 
the worms. 

Then large postions, weighing about 50 pounds, of the 
trichinous pork was exposed to gama radiation using radio- 
active cobalt, a radium-like material. 

They also used old. uranium rods from reactors of the 
Hanford (Wash.,) laboratory of the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion. 

They made careful studies of the amount of gama radia- 
tion in various parts of the chunk of meat and its effects on 
the worms. They found that enough radiation sterilized the 
worms so their thousands of larvae couldn’t spread through- 
out the bodies of the white rats they fed this meat to. 

Radio active cobalt is fairly expensive now. If the 
waste fission products of atomic piles could be made 
available cheaply enough, gamma irradiation of pork in 
packing plants might be commercially practical. These doc- 
tors suggested further investigation along these lines.

ENTZ takes a dim view— 
L which he makes a great ef- 

fort to hide—of the auto- 
matic reaction most persons 
have to snakes. He's tolerant 
about the fear:that snakes spark 
in most folks, nevertheless. 

He says it’s based on ignor- 
ance, and he feels sorry for per- 
sons who are terrified by all 
snakes, without reason. He says 
the list of misconceptions about 
snakes is as long as a well-fed 
python, and it saddens him to 
think of the near-impossibility 
of correcting these mistaken 
notions. 

He gets angry at the wanton 
killing of snakes, which he con- 
siders extremely useful creatures. 
He feels that the human race is 
upsetting the checks and bal- 
ances of nature. 

“Look what’s happening every 
day,” he said, and on this sub- 
ject he warms up. “People drain 
the swamps, ruin the water- 
sheds, burn up the woods. 

“Sure, this is eliminating the 
breeding places of snakes, which 
are becoming scarcer and 
scarcer, And some day, when 
rodents overrun every crop, 
everybody will regret it. But it's 
a lot more serious than that—it 
upsets the checks, it fouls up 
the balances. Man comes in and 
goes to work and we have dust 
bowls and erosion and floods 
and we're very proud of our ac- 
complishments.” 

He thought about this a while. 
He said, “My boy, Jerry, is 15 
years old. He goes with me on 
trips. Each year we come to 
places where there were woods, 
and the places are barren. Where 
there were swamps, which are 
beautiful and necessary, there 
is drainage. It’s happening faster 
than anybody seems to realize. 

“I’m taking my boy to see as 
much as he can as fast as he 
can. If something isn’t done, it's 
going to be mostly memories.” 

Meantime, Moody Lentz, the 
man who was built for his job, 
continues to, take good care of 
his charges—about 300 snakes 
and no telling how many ani- 
mals.

It is abundantly clear that 
West was taken in, like the 
veriest fish, by the fact that 
South opened the proceedings 
in one suit and then “showed a 
second suit.” Evidently, West 
felt that his spade and club 
strength would turn out to be 
unexpected thorns in South's 
side—but West might have asked 
himself a few questions. How 
could South—a famous expert— 
conceivably rely on the solidity 
of his announced suits when, .at 
best, he was missing the high 
cards that West held? Even the 
greatest of experts can go wrong 
in estimating how suits will 
break, but when South jumped 
from four clubs to six no-trump, 
of all contracts, one of two 
things had to be true: South 
had either gone mad, or there 
was something very peculiar 
about his previous bidding. 
Since it is unrealistic to assume 
that any expert has gone out of 
his mind at a given moment, 
the second assumption became 
ultra-sound. 

The double, opening the way 
to the redouble (which was a 
percentage proposition, since 
South could actually count 12 
top tricks) cost East-West 710 
extra points, to say nothing of 
the fact that if West had kept 
quiet, North-South probably 
would have stopped at the small- 
slam level.

If desired, stir 
in Kirshwasser or cognac. If it 
thickens too much, add a little 
more heated wine.
